MR . SCHCLTH BESIOMS. 

Beennsa it was apparent in advance that the 
, ! main pnrpoaa for which be had called a meeting 



of the Tnrf Congress for January 25 was destined 
to failnre. President Schnlta has called tha 
meeting off and sent in his resignation as 
president. Hie action was over-hasty and 
ill-advised. It is effectual so far aa 
calling off tha meeting is concerned 
but, as Yiee-president Howard has pointed out, 
fce is still president of the American Tarf Con- 
gress for the the reason that there ia no 
antbority competent to receive it and 
make it effective, nor will there be antil 
the ananal meeting next September. 

In the meantime there has been little real 
jnstifleatian for the heat and bad temper that 
baa grown oat of the attempt to seenre the reg- 
nlatioB of racing dates by the Tnrf Congress. 
From the beginning tha question has been 
badly handled and approached in tha wrong 
spirit. As the Tnrf Congress is a purely volna- 
tary association of the racing organizations of 
the west it is apparent that no faction of dabs 
can force a measnra obnoxions to tha others 
into operation and it should never have been 
attempted in this case. As an abstract proposi- 
tion the Tnrf Congress should apportion dates 
and it will be delegated that power whenever 
the members are convinced that the work will 
be dose solely to promote the general good and 
prosperity of racing and not to benefit a few 
clubs at the expense of a few others.

In this issue of Daily Bacinq Form is adver- 
tised the first list of stakes ever offered by the 
Chicago Jockey Clnb. It is, however, but the 
precursor of a much larger and more im- 
portant list to be laid before the horse owners 
of the cenatry later oa.

Consid- 
eration of their conditions is commended to 
the turfmen of the west.

CANADIAN CRITICISM. 

Under the caption "American Crank Lagiala- 
tion,” the Canadian Sportsman says some se- 
vere things of legislators on this side of the line 
and the worst part of it is that ia many respects 
what it says is jnstifled by the happenings of 
the past tea years. Here is what it says about 
ns, or some of ns : 

"The mneh-boasted freedom of the United 
States doesn’t stand very close inspection; in 
fact, ia many sections the people are far more 
restricted than they are in Enropaaa conatries. 
It is all very wall to say that the people of the 
repnblic are their own rnlers, and if they suffer 
from unfair and nnjaet lawe they are laws of 
their own making. That statement only empha- 
sizes the fact that the growth of erankism in 
their midst has been snfficieatly great to domi- 
nate the legislation of the country. 

"Take, for instance, the laws that have been 
paased in many states restricting racing, and 
it is difficnlt to nnderstaad how in a country of 
freedom-loving people sneh laws can be grafted 
on the statute book. With by far the largest 
section of the American people Canadians are 
considered non-progressive and the conntry 
generally a good deal behind the spirit of the 
age, when in reality wa enjoy many privileges 
denied to the American people, and the statute 
books of this conntry are remarkably free from 
the crank legislation that has been passed in 
so many sections of the repnblic. 

"Onr American consins are prone to rash to 
extremes, whea racing in the east was overdone 
and specnlators for the most part controlled 
the sport, instead of seeking hr wise legislation 
to eradicate the abases that had crept in, they 
went to the extreme of passing violent laws and 
dealing for tha time being, a disastrous blow at 
the horse breeding interests of the country. 
Up in the west, where people are apt to boast 
of their superior liberality of thought over the 
easterners, the same crank control was inang- 
arated, la Chicago it ia true some gamblers 
were interested at one or two tracks and the 
management was shaped for the sole pnrpose 
of raking in the dollars, yet in the same city 
there was one tnrf clnb composed of the very 
best element of Chicago society, an organiza- 
tion controlled by gentlemen in the very high- 
est interests of a nebla sport, yet becanse thnge 
controlled ane track aad gamblers another, 
they rushed to the extreme of passing a law 
that pnt the gentlemen on tha same level ae 
the thug aad closed the gates of Washington 
Park. 

"We in Canada are more level-headed in onr 
treatment of snch difficnlties. The betting 
privilege was abased hare as in tha states, lond- 
monthed pool sellers obtruded themselves 
everywhere, and pool selling on parliamentary 
and mnnicipal elections became quite frequent. 
The cheap Jack wheal gamblers infested many 
of onr race conrses and decant people bscama 
shocked at their boldness. A speedy reform 
was necessary, aud it was secured not by rush- 
ing tbrongh crank legislation aimed to kill a 
great sport, bat by passing seasible laws to 
endeaver to core the abases that had crept in. 
The now law was simply one of regnlation, it 
made it illegal for pools to be sold anywhere 
except oa a race track. It pat a step to the 
wheal and other gambliag devices, and the re- 
sult has been that the law has regulated in the 
manner in which it was intended and legitimate 
sport has neither been oppressed nor harasead.”

SDPERTI'ION OF RACING. 

Tha diffsrencs between racing today in Eng- 
land and that of the past, according to the Lon- 
don Field, is that this is a dividead banting age : 
“One of tbe marvels of the day is from where 
coma all tko owners that run moderate horses 
so continnonsly at great expense, with, in 
BO many eases, tbe minimum of retnrn, Tbe 
Jockey Glnb, which declines to view racing as a 
commercial concern, has stepped in on behalf of 
tbe owner, and already the ukase is in working 
order which ordains that surpluses of eatrance 
fees over stakes shall go to placed horses . 
The Jockey Glnb is going farther— much farther 
—in this direction, for the intention has bsen 
annouDced of investigating ths accounts of 
race-course companies, with the object of as- 
certaining whether tha owners receive their fair 
share of tbe grist brought to the racing mill by 
the public. We foresee the bare poesibility of 
trouble some day, if not in our time, in this 
direction. Tbe many inclosed courses that now 
exist all over Ecgland represent a considerable 
sum of invested cspital, and drastic intarfe reaca 
with what are considered lawful gains might be 
resented.’’ The English Jockey Glnb has na- 
tional jnrisdictioa and any reform really de- 
sired by it can be made an aceompliehed fact. 
The growth of commercial sentiment in racing 
is responsible for the great onmbsr of inclosed 
race courses in the United States, and the ab- 
sence of a governiog body clothed with national 
authority makes drastic interference leas pos- 
sible here than in Ecgland. It is a significant 
fact, however, that in ths locality where the 
pewer of the Jockey Clnb is supreme and where 
diecipliae is sternly eaforced, racing is in a 
highly flonriabing condition and ths richest 
prizes are offered to scimnlate ths breeling in- 
dustry. The Jockey Clnb operates nnder a N aw 
York charter, and it is in thie State where the 
best thoronghbrads are seen in motion and 
where the largest crowds assemble ia the name 
of sport. Is not the inference plain that all 
sport requires ths wise snpervlsion of anthoritj 
strongly entrenched? In places where jnrisdie- 
tion is uncertain and rnles are weakly admin- 
istered, public interest ie dead and failure fol- 
lows failnre. Tbe jockey clnbs of New York 
and other States which are energetically and 
honestly managed, are dividend paying con- 
cerns, bnt no sensible objections can be made to 
them on this account, so long as fat sums in the 
shape of pnrses and added money to stakes are 
distributed by them among horse owners. In 
fact, they conld not embsllish their conrses as 
they have dona and hang up the rich prizes 
that they do unless they were possessed of large 
revannes. The disposition to be more liberal to 
nominators increases with each year of pros- 
perity here in the east, and less fault is now 
found with the commercial side of racing. 8an- 
timent is aflame, and we seam to bs in one par- 
tienlar batter off than onr English friends. — 
Tnrf, Field and Farm.
